Thank you for your letter of April 26. I think you have now made the 
correct decision to investigate the serious charges against Senator Dodd. 

I would prefer to leave the past alone and seek closer cooperation with 
the Justice Department in the future. Since you sought -in your letter to 
clear up "any possible misunderstanding, ,r however, let me also make a 
few points for the record. 

1. At no time have our witnesses refused to answer questions about Dodd 
unless they were granted immunity. It was my own idea to seek immunity 
for them. I was afraid that official harassment might intimidate them. I 
am pleased to report that I underestimated them. All the belabored 
questioning, all the threats of federal prosecution have not deterred them. 
They remain willing to answer any and all questions under oath. 

2. At no time did I try to tell the FBI how they should conduct their investi- 
gation. I simply suggested that the agents might get better results by 
bringing the witnesses together as a group. In my own investigation, I had 
found this to be the most productive method. The FBI couldn't possibly 
have misunderstood my suggestion as a condition. I made it crystal clear 
that the witnesses were willing to be interviewed separately or in a group, 
as the FBI preferred. 

3. The main point I made with the FBI, which I should like to repeat now 
for the record, is that the investigation into the alleged theft of documents 
was a trespass on the First Amendment. The documents were copied, not 
stolen. They were the Senator's private papers, not government papers. 
Even if these documents had been stolen, it was not a federal crime. There 
was no jurisdiction, no justification, no excuse for sending federal police 
around investigating two newspapermen and their news sources. 

Let me remind you that the Justice Department never before has shown the 
slightest interest in how other newspapermen* Senators, and Congressmen 
have obtained unauthorized documents. You may remember that one

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newspaperman personally stole a document of f a Congressman's desk 
some months ago; the Justice Department ignored the case. If it is your 
contention that Dodd's papers were federal property, then every Senator 
who has left the Senate must be indicted for stealing government documents. 
Not a one, so far as I know, left his private papers behind for his 
successor to read. 

I think the Justice Department owes us a public apology. But I will be 
satisfied if, now, you will merely treat Senator Dodd as you would anyone 
else accused of the same crimes. As I said, it is the future, not the past 
that interests me. Be assured, you can call on me any time I can be of 

assistance.

, He submitted this application for a pardon through 
" SYDNEYjs^ Qjj with whom he has been associated in a business 
ana^so^ialway for forty years. They have exchanged favors 
through the years and he considers SYMON to be a close 
friend. 

In early 1964, SYMON asked LEVINE if he would like 
to get a pardon and when LEVINE answered in the affirmative, 
SYMON said he could help him. On a later trip to Boston, 
SYMON furnished him with the necessary forms. LEVINE filled 
in the application and requested a few prominent people to 
prepare character affidavits in his behalf and return them 
to him. The completed forms and affidavits were then given 
back to SYMON and LEVINE stated he does not know what action 
SYMON took thereafter. 
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It was well over a year before the pardon was granted 
and LEVINE saw SYMON many times during the interim. He 
often asked SYMON how his pardon application was progressing, 1 
but he never got any positive answer from SYMON who said such 
matters took a long time. 

He stated two or three weeks ago, he received a 
telephone call from SYMON who told him that DREW PEARSON 
had written ,^n article concerning LEVINE f s pardon in which it 
was alleged that SYMON had given wall-to-wall carpeting to 
Senator THOMAS J. DODD to arrange a pardon for LEVINE. He 
asked SYMON to send him a copy which he did as PEARSON'S 
column is not published in any Boston newspaper.

Neilson further admitted requesting Dodd to 
intercede with the Ford Motor Company with respect to his 
franchise with Ford and sought Dodd's adv ice in applying f or 
an extension of payments on the SBA loan. I I 
(former Dodd staff member) is indicated to have contacted 
SBA on behalf of Neilson to have extensions granted. Two 
bank officials, with whom Dodd reportedly discussed this 
loan, declined to be interviewed except in presence of 
counsel. This was not done. All investigation ha s been 
completed in this phase except for interviews with I I 
and Dodd, an SBA official who will not be available until 
5/10/66, and a former SBA official whose whereabouts is as 
yet unknown.

"Sucrets", a fake pain reliever for sore throats has been ordered to stop its 
lying advertising by^ the Fede ral . Trade Commission, f oj^^ing ji^ exr^o^e_^ 
ris A;WIe 1 i wiffely reaTbook DANGEROUS DOSES. "With this/ a $400,000 gift to the 
Democratic campaign committee by Merck & Company (makers and ^vendors of Sucrets) went 
down the drain. This was no fault of the man (John T. Connor, then President of Merck 
& Company) for whom this 400 grand bought the Secretary of Commerceship. 

Unconscionable Merck' s t in its self-serving answer, didn't even contest the claim 
in DANGEROUS DOSES (backed up by the trial examiner) that Sucret's is ineffective in 
relieving sore throats. How could it? Merck's own MERCK'S INDEX, the finest of all 
toxicological works and the Bible of the pharmaceutical profession, was the basis of 
the Bealle book's disclosure that Merck's advertising writer was lying in their T-V 
advertising. The INDEX also reported that, far from being "a pain r elievi^^ ~ 
tic i t^ ajj££^pa i QuoMm ^om-BAN€^ROUS DOSES:" " * — 

"Merck's INDEX says that the chewing of Hexylresorcinol capsules ("Sucrets" is 
merely a trade name for this dangerous drug) may cause ulcers of the mouth. Anyone 
wno has ever had an ulcer knows they are painful. Merck's INDEX says repeated doses 
(and repeated doses is something the advertising urges) may produce severe inflammati- 
on of the gastro-intestinal tract, necrosis of the small intestine, hepatic (liver) 
damage and cardiac (heart) damage." 

The FTC should have taken this step long ago, but still are to be commended for 
doing it now, especially in view of the roadblocks thrown up by the Administration. 
However, the Food & Drug Administration, whose duty in the first instance was to stop 
this poisoning of the consuming public (with or without false advertising) has never 
done anything in this line ,. _ In fact- iJLDrotectS- "the^large drug chouses" from prosecu- 
tion for violating the food and" drug laws. That's one reason they are called "the 
Food & Drug Hoodlums." 

Shortly after the Merck President was made Secretary of Commerce, he began to 
needle individual FTC commissioners to drop the citation and permit Sucrets to poison 
more and more people, we learned from sources inside the Commission. To their credit 
they resisted Mr. Connor's "advances". But there are 34 other such dangerous nostrums 
promoted and sold thru false T-V advertising, all detailed in DANGEROUS DOSES. It re- 
mains to be seen how soon the FTC will begin to act on the other known items. 

Merck & Company Called Liars - — In its decision of April 20, Final Order 8635, the 
Commission says: "Merck & Company, Rahway, NJ, has been ordered by the FTC to discon- 
tinue its false germ-killing and pain-relieving claims for its "Sucrets" and "Child- 
ren's Sucrets" throat lozenges. The cease-and-desist order also cites Merck's adver- 
tising agency— Doherty, Clifford, Steers & Shenfield, 530 Fifth Ave., NY City. Con- 
trary to unqualified claims in television commercials, the Commission found that the 
lozenges will not normally reach, kill or render ineffectual germs, including strepto- 
cocci and staphylococci, in the throat tissues that are contributing to an existing 
throat infection. (Turn over) 




"The false advertising represents that Sucrets are effective in relieving sore 
throat pain. In reality, they merely temporarily relieve minor pain or sore throat. 
Merck & Company, in its appeal from the citation does not contest the examiner's 
medical findings. 

(Editor's NOTE: How could they, since they were taken from Merck's INDEX?) 

"Its principal argument was that neither the hearing examiner nor the Commission 
could interpret the Sucret's advertising without the aid of consumer testimony". 

(Editor's NOTE: What Merck's wanted to do was to bring in bought-and-paid-f or 
testimonials from professional liars.) 

The enjoined agency placed the blame for its lying on Merck & Company. It con- 
tended that its copy was written "from information furnished by Merck", which probably 
was true. It claimed that Merck's laboratory tests "established" that Sucrets and 
Children's Sucrets, by virtue of their Hexylsorcinol content would under certain con- 
ditions kill germs, including staphylococcal and streptococcal germs on contact, and 
that they would relieve the pain of minor sore throat. These "facts" at best, the FTC 
said, are half-truths and exaggerations. Actually, they are outright lies. Merck's 
laboratory tests were printed in Merck's INDEX and are detailed in the 3d paragraph of 
this article. 

Exaggeration and Innuendo - --The FTC citation said: "A false impression can be 
made by words and sentences which are literally and technically true, but framed in 
such a setting as to mislead and deceive. As one writer pointed out, the skillful ad- 
vertiser can mislead the consumer without mis-stating a single fact. The shrewd use 
of exaggeration, innuendo, ambiguity and half-truth is more efficacious from the ad- 
vertiser's standpoint than factual assertions." 

34 Other Such. Go To It. FTC Morris Bealle's DANGEROUS DOSES cited 34 other 

products and concerns that were equally harmful and equally misrepresented by false 
advertising. Since the FTC has found that DANGEROUS DOSES was 10<$ correct in its 
disclothique on Sucrets, it should realize that the disclosures on the other 34 patent 
nostrums are equally correct.

How would you like 2 Viet Nam outrages going on at the same time? Don't laugh. 
You may get it sooner than you think, for another one is definitely in the making. 
What your favorite "news"-paper didn't tell you about the recent visit to Washington 
of Britain's Prime Minister was hit smack on the button by the Washington OBSERVER, 
semi-monthly newsletter. A hundred or so American youths are being needlessly and il- 
legally murdered in VN each week. Another such undeclared war will raise this to 200 a 
week. It came as a surprise to most Americans that how many billions Mr. Wilson left 
the White House with was not announced. But, there was a reason. 

Mr. Wilson didn't come to Washington with a golden tincup in his hand. He didn't 
seek the White House appointment. He was invited by the House of Rockefeller, thru 
the State Department, headed by their longtime almoner Dean Rusk. What Mr. Wilson 
came here for was to OK (for his government) a deal. Under this deal, Great Britain 
gave up her sovereignty over fabulously oil-rich Kuwait to American Standard Oil. And 
"we" agreed to bail out the British pound Sterling, which gave signs of being "in trou- 
ble. This meant that, thru shenanigans of foreign trade and international banking it 
was about to become worth, in world markets, less than the $2.80 US money which it has 
been holding steady at for some years. Who remembers when, during our grade school 
days, it was worth $4.86? We do. And probably the 3d leg of the deal was a promise 
by the Rockefeller Heirarchy that it will give LBJ another term in the White House 
with their rigged voting machines like they gave him a phoney 62% majority in 1964. 

Largest Oil Pool in the World — Kuwait, and its two minor border states (Oman and 
Trucial Oman) are reported by geologists to blanket a gigantic pool of 150,000,000 
barrels of extractable oil. This is half again as much petroleum as there is under 
the sands of Saudi Arabia, which Franklin Roosevelt purchased for Standard Oil with 
$90 of lend-lease cash and $250 million worth of critical wartime steel (for Standard 
Oil's refineries there). Kuwait oil can be produced at a cost of only 7$ a barrel. 
This is about 1/5 of a cent a gallon, or about 1/150 of what you pay for gasoline. 

Twenty-eight hundred American boys have been killed to date protecting Standard 
Oil's operations on the Indo-China Peninsula. Kuwait Oil will bring much more pro- 
fit to the Rockefeller Heirarchy than Thai oil, or Burma oil or Viet Nam oil. You 
properly will shudder to think what will be done to our youth if, say, Russia makes 
passes at this Kuwait oil which is much closer to her borders than to ours. Kuwait is 
a former Arab state on the northeast coast of the Persian Gulf. Only little Iran, pop. 
23,000,000, sits between Kuwait and Russia, no shrinking violet herself in the Inter- 
national Brigandage League. Kuwait's population is even less — 468,000. 

The Saudi-Arabian Outrage of 1943 — -Early in World War II, FDR gave King Ibn Saud 
$90,000,000 of US tax money to buy himself more wives, concubines and goats. Honest 
old Jesse Jones, RFC administrator, refused to filch this sum from RFC funds, so dis- 
honest Harry Hopkins stole it from Lend-Lease money. The sands, and the oil beneath, 
were turned over to Standard Oil, without even a price reduction or a Thank-you to the 
US people who put up the dough. Standard then "invested" $250 million in refineries, 
pipe lines and other accoutrements to taking out the oil and raking in the profits. 

But there was a war on and steel was scarce and unavailable. The US troops need- 
ed planes and tanks and high-explosive shells and there wasn't enough steel for the 
military needs. But Roosevelt blandly took $250,000,000 worth of critical steel from 
the war effort and handed it over to Standard Oil, courtesy of the US taxpayers and 
a million American draftees, located in 24 strategic bases surrounding this oil were 
sent to the Old Continent at a cost to us sucker taxpayers of over $20 billion a year.

The current criminal investigation of Drew Pearson's use: of documents, stolen 
from the office of Senator Dodd (Conn) f to further his hatist campaign against potent 
foes of the Communist conspiracy, isn't the first time this Pariafi of the newspaper 
field has been guilty of using documents stolen from government offices for subversive 
purposes* In 1950 he stole, or had stolen for him, from the classified files of the 
Pentagon vital military information that the Russian and Chinese general staffs would 
have given a billion dollars, and sacrificed the lives of 1,000 spies, to procure.

The size of UN forces is 
a military secret but it can be said that they are somewhat more than the Chinese 
strength." For an espionage job less than 10% as outrageous as this, the Rosenbergs 
were executed. 

Special Commission Blows the Whistle — This Pearson breach of security has been 
pointed up in CN before, but not the six other breaches detailed in 1957 by a special 
Commission on Government Security, headed by a distinguished California lawyer named ^ 
Loyd Wrijfh^^5teaii^ irenrTTTS^Kate^oh public of- 

"ficials seems to be routine with Pearson. The Wright Commission pointed out that on 
Jan 23, 1951, published stolen classified information on the wartime emergency Wake 
Island meeting between Pres. Truman and Gens. MacArthur and Bradley. He bragged that 
it was "unrevealed information", which it was because no other US newsman would have 
been treasonous enough to give it out. Many of them knew about it. For the benefit^ 
of the Red Chinese, Pearson printed: 

"MacArthur told Truman and Bradley (then head of the US Joint Chiefs of Staff) 
he hopes to have the 8th Army back in Japan by Christmas of 1951, and that he could 
send a convoy to Pyongyang immediately. And when Truman asked about possible Chinese 
intervention, MacArthur said they could have intervened earlier, when it could have

~ enemy, via" his garbage stint and the Russian Embassy, delighted the Reds. They would 
have gladly paid a billion dollars, and sacrificed the lives of many spies to get it. 

Aside from the espionage material, hi£| whole stint reeked with hatred for Mac- 
Arthur. This stemmed from the time in the early 30's when the General returned from a 
tour of duty in the Philippines. Mrs. MacArthur brought back with her a pretty Fili- 
pino maid. Newsmen at the time said Pearson became furious with MacA when he ordered 
him to stop annoying this maid with his unwelcome "attentions." Thus it comes with no 
surprise that a week after the Wake Island "job" the Big Stinker came out with the 
worst smear on a body of fighting men ever perpetrated in the world's history. He 
printed what he pretended was a Chinese combat bulletin. Since the Chinese were too 
wary to let him steal such documents (like he often did at the Pentagon) it is appar- 
ent that Pearson made up the smear from the whole cloth. 

Calls US Troops Cowards — Pearson was the prize coward and draft dodger of World 
War I. Nevertheless, he brazenly printed: "US troops quickly lose the desire to fight 
when surrounded. They surrender early, or they will throw away heavy equipment, hide 
away until night, and attempt to steal away as individuals. (Next Page) 



"When they advance, they go forward quickly, so long as they can set on a road 
in their trucks and tanks. When they dismount, and get off the road, the sound aC fir- 
ing will make them withdraw. When US troops are on the defensive, they can be made to 
withdraw very easily by putting a few troops near their flanks. When you get in their 
rear, they become disorganized and only think of getting away. US troops are not ag- 
gressive. They quail and flinch at the sound of heavy firing." 

To carry out the illusion that he stole these from Chinese combat forces, he ad- 
ded: "The tragedy of this Chinese intelligence estimate is. that jj, is true . " 

On April 30 f 1951 f he tried to create dissention in the Far East High Command by 
saying that MacArthur tried to knife Gen. Ridgway f s promotion from 3-star to 4-star 
rank. MacArthur not only recommended it but also recommended promotion for Vice Admi- 
ral Turner Joy and Lt. Gen. George Stratemeyer of the Air Force. Pearson criticized 
these two recommendations because he seemed to hate both. On Dec. 4th he gave aid and 
comfort to the enemy by saying there were severe shortages of supplies for the troops 
he had just called cowards. 

Again (March 31, 1953) he gave military intelligence to the enemy. He said the 
US only had 75 military jet planes in Europe to Russia's 8 f 000. He couldn't help 
smearing somebody, so he picked on Undersecretary of Defense Roger Keyes for cutting 
the military budget from $45.5 to $41.2 billion as the Korean War appeared coming to 
a close.

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Louis A. Johnson 



Louis A, Johnson was a controversial figure as both Asst Secretary of War and Sec- 
retary of Defense, His death last week brought the usual flood of obituary baloney in 
the press t some of it good and some critical. But none told the true story of how 
this dedicated man bucked two* Presidents of the US t and their overseers in Rockefeller 
Center.

More than 2,400 American boys have been needlessly killed in our illegal No Win 
war in Viet Nam* Another 11,500 have been wounded, some very badly.

So, let's exam- 
ine the SE Asia Treaty. During the period from Sep. 8, 1954, to June 22, 1959, our 
trigger happy "diplomats" in Foggy Bottom signed eight treaties with various foreign 
nations (seeking ways to relieve us of billions of dollars) pledging the United States 
to join in any war these loose- jointed nations saw fit to start or get themselves in- 
volved in.

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These reports show that our State Dept grossly violated this agreement (1956) by 
using the US Army to prevent a free election in South Viet Nam where (the Senate re- 
ports state) Ho Chi Minh f Communist President of North Viet Nam, would have been el- 
ected by an 80% vote. This would have unified the two Viet Nams, made war impossible 
but would have left Standard Oil f s Peninsula operations open to government regulation 
and taxation.

Janes L. Goddard, a medical degree holder not licensed by any state medical board, 
was recently appointed chief of the DS Food & Drug Administration. He was expected to 
be a "new broom" and to "sweep" away the bad image of this subversive government bu- 
reau that had been built up under George Larrick, a helpless stooge who took orders 
only from the Drug Trust headquartered in Rockefeller Center, NY.

The few items 
that did contain them were fungicides and pip cures. The FDA press staff did its best 
to answer our queries, but were handcuffed from above. Oddly, the press release sent 
down fram Madison Avenue failed to name any of the "barred" produc&L* ^ ^ .

And 
Streptomycin causes nausea, vertigo, ringing in the ears, rashes, anaphylactic shock, 
malaise and disturbance of vestibular functions.

Former Special Agent William C. Ryan called last 
night. (Ryan entered on duty as a cTerk^9/Tf7^ and as a 
Special Agent on 10/3/32. He retired 10/31/58, services 
satisfactory.) ^ • 

Ryan said Drew Pearson had called him Tuesday 
afternoon and inquired as to what Ryan knew about Tom 
DoddVs participation, if any, in the Little Bohemia raid 
in Wisconsin when the FBI was hunting for the Dillinger 
gang.- 

Pearson said Ryan*s name was the only one he had 
come across as a participant whom he could contact and asked 
again as to what part Dodd played. Ryan confirmed to Pearson 
that the raid was in 1934 but told him his (Ryan's) role was 
so small that he had absolutely no recollection as to who 
did what, Ryan said he could see nothing to be gained by 
giving Pearson any data on the raid and he did not, accordingly, 
give him anything. Ryan suggested instead that much had been 
written in the papers about the raid and that John Toland had, 
several years ago, written a book on the Dillinger era. (Tol&nd 
is an award-winning author to whom we furnished public source \\ 
data in connection with his book.) 

Ryan said Pearson left the plain implication that 
he felt Dodd may have been eased out of the Bureau as a result I 
of some activity on his part in the Little Bohemia raid. Ryan 
wanted the Bureau to know that Pearson was apparently delving 
into another facet of Dodd f s career and that he was furnishing 
him no information whatsoever. 

As a matter of background, Dodd entered on duty as a 
Special Agent on 9/18/33 and served in the St. Louis and St. Pauli 
Offices. He brought considerable political pressure f rpi^;v^iQu$&f 
Congressmen and Government officials in seeking a transfer to 
some eastern office, claiming illness of his father. Inquiry 
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disclosed his father was not ill. Dodd was granted annual 
leave, overstayed it, and was permitted to voluntarily resign 
8/30/34. 

With regard to the Little Bohemia raid on 4/22/34, 
Bureau files indicate Dodd was one of three Agents who drove 
with SAC Hanni from St. Paul to the scene of the raid. Other 
groups from St. Paul and Chicago had proceeded earlier the same 
day by plane. Inspector H. H. Clegg's letter to the Bureau 
4/25/34, describing the raid mentions Dodd was in the car with 
SAC Hanni and this car arrived after the shooting took place. 
It seems clear Dodd was at the scene but Clegg's letter makes 
no mention of any particular role Dodd played. 

Mr. Nathan advised the Director in 1935 that while he 
was in St. Pa ul in Januar y of that year, he was informed by former ho 
Special Agent | ~| that Dodd was allegedly responsible b7c 

for a story emanating after the Little Bohemia episode that . 
Agents engaged in this raid mutinied and took their superiors 
into custody. Dodd was said to have told this story while drunk.

No Help From FBI 



This column is supposed to 
report what goes on behind 
the scenes in Washington, so 
here is a report on what has 
been going on behind .the 
scenes in the Sen. Tom Dodd 
investigation. 

Early In our development of 
this story, Jack Anderson noti- 
fied the FBI that we had cer- 
tain important documents 
pertaining to the ethics of a 

. key Senator, and invited the 
FBI around to study and eval- 

; uate the documents. 

' Mr. Anderson, I might add, 

, not having been around Wash- 
ington as long as I, labors un- 
der the impression that the 
FBI is anxious to root 
out and suppress wrong-doing 
wherever it may be — even in 
high places. 

The FBI, therefore, with 
Mr. Anderson's cooperation, 
photographed every scrap of 
evidence we had. When some 
of the photos didn't develop 
clearly, the FBI even came 
back and rephotographed. 

WITNESSES —* Jack had also 
been working with half a doz- 
en prospective witnesses, all 
former Dodd employees, to 
teljUthe FBI what they knew 
of grid's misconduct. These 
were young people who had 
been shocked at what was 
happening in Dodd's office 
and departed. They felt under 
moral obligation to report 
what was happening. 



By DREW PEARSON 

Mr. Anderson offered to 
produce these witnesses, no 
strings attached, for the FBI. 

The G-men called on the 
witnesses all right but didn't 
, ask a single, question about 
Dodd, his conduct, whether he 
had diverted funds from testi- 
monial dinners, to his own- 
pocket and whether he 
had acted on behalf of a for- 
eign agent, Gen. Julius Kiein. 

CROSS - EXAMINED - In- 
stead, the FBI cross-examined 
these young people about the 
alleged theft of Dodd's docu- 
ments. They also heckled 
them about other stories Jack 
Anderson and I had written, 
including how we got the un- 
published manuscript of the 
Cosa Nostra squealer, Joe Va- 
lachi. What this had to do 
with the Dodd case is hard to 
explain, but the FBI didn't try 
to explain it. 

These witnesses are clean- 
cut young men and women, 
who believe Senators are not 
above the law and that it 
should not be against the law 
to document corruption 
charges against a U.S. Sena- 
tor. They are cot disgruntled 
employees who came running 
to us with information against 
their boss. We sought them 
out; it took weeks to persuade 
them that their first loyalty 
should be to their country, not 
to Dodd. 



However, the public can 
judge for itself these witnesses 
if they are ever given 
a chance to testify. 

As fast as the FBI discov- 
ered the identity of the wit- 
nesses, they were bullied and 
badgered, hounded and ha- 
rassed. One lost his job on a 
House committee; the news 
of his, dismissal came from 
Dodd's office. Another, who 
decided it was his duty to 
testify against Dodd, felt it 
improper to remain in Dodd's 
office. Since submitting his 
resignation, he has been un- 
able to find another job. Oth- 
ers have had their jobs threat- 
ened. 

* * * - 
GRILLED— One woman, seven 
months pregnant, was grilled 
by agents for three hours. An- 
other Senate employee, who 
simply had been gossip- 
ing about the<iase, hardly got 
back to his office before the 
G-men descended upon him 
and pumped him to find out 
what he knew. 

Agents hauled some wit- 
messes right into Dodd's office 
for cross-examination and be- 
haved as if they were work- 
ing for the Senator. Other wit- 
nesses were alternately soft- 
soaped and threatened with 
federal prosecution. 

I have been around Wash- 
ington a long time, but have 
never seen such an example 
of police state operation.

Chief pilot Reed Pigman was under 
treatment for arteriosclerosis, and nitro- 
gen tablets with his name on the bottle 
were found in the wreckage, Pigman was 
president of American Flyers, the non- 
sked line which was carrying the service- 
men. 

The co-pilot, Wilbur Marr, had arterio- 
sclerosis in a mild form. This turned up on 
autopsy. It was not known before' the acci-;

Flight crews are required to take Fed- 
eral Aviation Agency medical exams ev- 
ery six months. All three had been passed 
by FAA doctors.

TTERE ARE SOME things you may not 
1*- know about. Senator Tom Dodd's $5 
million publicity stunt: Our attorney, John 
Donovan, as of this writing, still has not 
been able to get served with a copy of the 
complaint. Dodd was in such a hurry that 
his Wall Street attorney, John F. Sonnett, 
went before Judge Alexander Holtzoff late 
last Friday, when other courts were 
closed, to file for immediate subpoenas.

They had been told in the interim not to 
talk. Now they are subpoenaed to talk. 

It looks as if the Senator from Connec- 
ticut didn't trust the final decision of his 
Senate colleagues. . . . Dodd has now put 
his case before every branch of the federal 
government. First, he asked the Senate^ 
Ethics Committee to investigate. When 
they took him seriously, he tried to use his,, 
old friends in the FBI and the Justice De-, 
partment. When they began questioning 
his former employees, he rushed to the 
third branch of government, the federal' 
courts.
